I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31st,,  1925,  showing  details 
of  the  various  services  rendered  by  the  Department 
during  that  period. 

Incorporation  and  Registration  of  Companies. 

During  the  past  year  224  companies  were  incorporated 
and  registered  in  Alberta,  with  an  aggregate  capitaliza¬ 
tion  of  $16,500,727.00.  Supplementary  certificates  were 
issued  increasing  the  capital  stock  of  existing  companies 
to  the  extent  of  $2,860,000.00,  and  for  various  other 
purposes  such  as  changing  names,  reducing  of  capitaliza¬ 
tion  and  amending  the  powers  and  purposes  originally 
conferred. 

In  addition  to  the  incorporation  of  companies  under  The 
Companies  Act  and  registration  under  The  Foreign  Companies 
Act,  there  v/ere  quite  a  number  of  registrations  under  "The 
Societies  Act,  1924",  and  The  Co-operative  Associations 
Aot.  \ 

Registration  of  Motor  Vehicles. 

During  the  year  53,092  owners  lioenses  and  542  livery 
licenses  v/ere  issued  under  The  Vehicles  and  Highway

Beport  of  the  Censorship  Branch  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1925. 


The  total  number  of  permits  issued  during  the  year 


was  1,587,  covering  5,013  reels  of  film,  an  increase  of  146 
reels  over  the  preceding  year,  of  this  number  4,735  were 
passed  without  change,  268  eliminations  were  made,  while  8 
were  condemned  entirely,  2  features  were  reconstructed  along 
lines  suggested  by  our  Board  and  passed.  There  were  no 
appeals  during  the  year.  22  special  free  permits  were  issued 
during  the  year  being  Dominion  Government  Education  films.

BRITISH  gllMS 


Thinking  people  ia  Great  Britain  are  becoming  seriously 
alarmed  over  the  conditions  which  have  developed  in  the  moving 
picture  industry. 

The  film  is  recognized  as  a  great  educational  force 
and  it  threatens  to  educate  the  British  youth  away  from  British 
ideals  and  British  modes  of  life,  and  to  make  him  American  in 
his  thinking,  uo-one  will  deny  that  the  great  republic  has 
many  excellencies  but  there  are  sturdy  and  sterling  British 
virtues  too  that  are  worth  preserving  and  the  world  would  be 
poorer  if  they  were  allowed  to  be  submerged. 

At  the  present  time i of  the  pictures  exhibited  in  the 
4,000  theatres  in  England  not  five  percent  are  British  productions. 
The  bulk  of  the  films  have  a  non  British  atmosphere  and  many  are 
inferior  productions  not  healthy  or  patriotic  in  tone.  The  same 
applies  to  Canada  except, perhaps  we  see  even  a  larger  percentage 
than  they  do. 

Canadians  still  have  a  fondness  for  British  ideals  and 
if  we  could  only  have  pictures  with  a  British  flavour  we  would 
welcome  them. 

It  follows  therefore  that  if  British  made  films  ever 
supercede  the  American  either  in  Great  Britain  itself  or  in 

(J 

Canada  they  will  do  so  not  because  British  made  but  because  they 
are  better  pictures. 

Never  have  the  standards  of  artistry  and  wholesomeness 
in  motion  pictures  been  so  high  as  they  are  right  now  and  never 
have  the  comments  and  criticisms  about  motion  pictures  been  so 
favourable  as  they  are  at  present,  and  the  best  way  to  be  assured 
of  a  continuous  supply  of  good  pictures  is  to  support  them  and 
make  them  profitable,  and  thereby  encourage  the  making  of  more 
good  ones.  The  producers  will  be  only  too  willing  to  provide <the 
best  if  they  are  properly  patronised. 

The  picture  world  is  recognizing  that  it  is  as  much  a 
matter  of  good  business vas  sound  morals  to  have  a  clean  screen 
spread  before  the  public. 

<  / 


Iha  improvement  is  general.  \1e  are  now  getting  features 
that  are  intelligently  made,  entertaining  and  worth  while,  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  time  and  perhaps  oftener.  The  day  of 
the  machine  made  doll  faced  star  has  passed  and  the  screen  has 
heen  lifted  to  a  higher  standard. 

Some  of  the  greatest  dramas  of  the  age  have  been  brought 
within  reach  of  the  common  people.  Entertainments  once  confined 
to  the  larger  cities  only  are  now  shown  by  the  film  in  the  smaller 
communities  and  rural  life  threatens  to  become  as  pleasant  as 
city  life. 

By  long  experience  I  believe  I  know  fairly  w  11  what  the 
public  like,  first,  pictures  that  are  decent,  second,  pictures 
with  a  great  story,  third,  pictures  with  a  cast  of  prominent 
players  ably  directed.  There  was  a  time  when  the  public  went  to 
see  the' motion  picture  as  a  novelty,  but  in  recent  years  they  have 
^become  more  discriminating. They  want  good  stories,  good  players, 
good  directing  and  good  scenic  background. 

We  consider  that  the  whole  effect  and  type  of  picture 
is  the  important  thing  rather  than  individual  incidents. 

If  the  actual  tone  of  a  picture  is  off  color  we  reject 
it  absolutely  rather  than  attempt  a  large  number  of  eliminations. 
If  the  motive  of  the  picture  is  wrong,  making  crime  heroic, 
condoning  brutality  or  stirring  sex  emotions,  we  reject  the  film. 
The  flashing  of  a  knife  or  gun  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  wrong 
motive  or  an  instance  to  be  eliminated.  It  is  the  underlying 
motive  that  counts. 

Uo-one  can  reasonably  demand  that  all  pictures  should 
be  made  to  suit  the  twelve  year  old  boy  or  girl.  The  primary 
purpose  of  motion  pictures  is  entertainment  for  the  mature 
and  certain  of  lifes  problems  and  situations  are  perhaps  not 
just  the  things  for  juvenile  observation. 

The  general  run  of  pictures  are  not  now  and  never  will 
be  intended  especially  for  the  twelve  year  old.  Every  thoughtful 
person,  parents  and  guardians  included  will  accept  that  fact. 


I  don’t  believe  in  censorship  for  children.  I  believe 
in  childrens  programs  of  bright  sensible  plays.  I  believe  more 
in  bright  sensible  parents  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  find  out 
what  their  children  see  at  the  play  houses.  I  do  not  think  they 
should  expect  the  Censors  or  the  Managers  of  Theatres  to  take 
parental  responsibility  from  their  shoulders. 

The  year  1925  has  proved  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten 
the  best  pictures  from  an  artistic  point  of  view  are  also  the 
best  box  office  paying. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  progress  made  in  1925  will  be 
continued  to  an  even  greater  degree  throughout  the  current  year 
and  that  the  discrepancy  between  commercialism  and  art  will  be 
still  further  decreased.  The  producers  are  having  it  brought 
home  to  them  that  they  can  make  good  clean  pictures  and  money  at 
one  and  the  same  time.
